'1hecountry of the Bluck
Hills was found to be much better than
was expected, with plenty of gcod timber
and considerab’e good soil at high ulti-
tude, and an abundant supp'y of gogd
water snd grass, Some gold was found
near Harney’s Peak. but ot its abundance
there is at present no reliahle information.
Sufticient time coculd not be given by an
expedition such as that of Col. Custer
to prospect and determine its quantity.
Gen. Sheridan again recommends the
establishment of a large military postin
the Black Lills counrry.

Of the Indian troubles Gen. Sheridan
says: I respectiully differ with Gen.
Pope as to the chief causes of these
INDIAN TROUBLES,

and  stiribute them to the jmmunity
with which the trises have been treated in
all their raids into ‘Texastor the last three
vears, ‘Their reservations have furnjshed
them supplies with which to make raids
and sheltered them from pursuit when
they retvrned with their scalps and plun-
der. No man of close observaiion, it
svems to e, can travel across the great
piains from Nebraska and Wyoming to
Texas and see cstabhished ranches with
their hundreds of thousands of cattle,
shicep and horzes, together with the fam-
ilies of the owners, und reasonably thiuk
that those people =0 much exposed and
having such valuable interersts,are desir-
oug ot proyoking Indian wars. There
was a time poseibly when the population
ot the Indisn frontier may huve been
desirous of Indian trouble, but that bas
passed long ago.**

He replied, *"Yes,?’ and siuking back,
breathed his last. Drs. Adaws and Mce-
Kim were cailed, but too late to render
aid, as he had expired. After a consul-
tation. they concluded that the cause was
congestion of the brain. Atter quiet was
1estored, the body was placed on a
stretcher, and carried to the family home
on Tenth street. Deceased was 37 years
old, & native ot Baltimore, tormerly a
minister of the United Presbyterian
